This is in response to your Freedom of Information/Privacy Acts (FOI P/M request. Ba^d on the 
information you provided, we conducted a search of the places reasonably expeded to have records. 
However we were unable to identify records responsive to your request. Therefore, your request is being 
closed. If you have additional information pertaining to the subject of your request, please submit 
request providing the details, and we will conduct an additional search.

r Please be advised that your request was reopened based on the additional information you 
provided. A new search was conducted, and we were unable to identify responsive records. 

r Records potentially responsive to your request were destroyed. Since this material rould not be 
reviewed^it is not known if it was responsive to your request. Record retention and disposal is 
carried out under supervision of the National Archives and Records Administration (N/LF^) 
according to Title 44 United States Code Section 3301, Title 36 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) 
Chapter 12 Sub-chapter B Part 1228. and 36 CFR 1229^10.

The FBI can neither confirm nor deny the existence of national security and 
foreign intelligence records pursuant to FOIA exemptions (b)(1), (b)(3), and PA exemption 0(2) as applicable to requests 
for records about individuals [5 U.S.C. §§ 552/552a (b)(1), (b)(3), and 0(2); 50 U.S.C § 3024(i)(1)]. Tl^ mere 
acknowledgment of the existence or nonexistence of such records is itself a classified fact protected by FOIA exemption 
(b)(1) and/or would reveal intelligence sources, methods, or activities protected by exemption (b)(3) [50 USC § 
3024(0(1)]. This is a standard response and should not be read to indicate that national security or foreign intelligence 

records do or do not exist.

Record Searches. The Record/lnformation Dissemination Section (RIDS) searches for reasonably described records by 
searching those systems or locations where responsive records would reasonably be found. A reasonable search 
normally consists of a search for main files in the Central Records System (CRS), an extensive system of records 
consisting of applicant, investigative, intelligence, personnel, administrative, and general files compiled and maintained by 
the FBI in the course of fulfilling law enforcement, intelligence, and administrative functions. The CRS spans the entire 
FBI organization and encompasses the records of FBI Headquarters (FBIHQ), FBI Field Offices, and FBI Legal Attach6 
Offices (Legats) worldwide and includes Electronic Surveillance (ELSUR) records. For additional information about our

FBI Records. Founded in 1908, the FBI carries out a dual law enforcement and national security mission. As part of 
this dual mission, the FBI creates and maintains records on various subjects; however, the FBI does not maintain records 
on every person, subject, or entity. 


Requests for Criminal History Records or Rap Sheets. The Criminal Justice Information Services (C«^S) Division 
provides Identity History Summary Checks - often referred to as a criminal history record or rap sheets_ These 
criminal history records are not the same as material in an investigative “FBI file.” An Identity History Summary Check 
is a listing of information taken from fingerprint cards and documents submitted to the FBI in connexion with arrests, 
federal employment, naturalization, or military service. For a fee, individuals can request a copy of their Identity 
History Summary Check. Forms and directions can be accessed at www.fbi.qov/about-us/c|is/identitv-history- 
summarv-checks . Additionally, requests can be submitted electronically at www.edo.qis.ao y. For additional 
information, please contact CJIS directly at (304) 625-5590. 

The National Name Check Program (NNCP). The mission of NNCP is to analyze and report information in response to 
name check requests received from federal agencies, for the purpose of protecting the United States ^0^ and 

domestic threats to national security. Please be advised that this is a service provided to other federal agencies. Private 
citizens cannot request a name check.
